arrangements, everywhere made itself felt and the progress of 


future meetings to emulate. The activity of 


the various events on the program moved with a smoothness 
and a precision that speaks volumes for his executive ability. 
The hotel accommodation, both at the Valley Inn, Neenah, 
chosen as executive headquarters, as well as at the Hotel 
Menasha, Menasha, and at the Hotel Sherman, Appleton, were 
excellent, and should reflect great praise upon the local com- 
mittees of those three Wisconsin cities.

The Business Session 


The business session opened promptly at 9.30 A. M. in the 
large auditorium of E. F. U. Hall, in Neenah, and was presided 
over by the new president of the Technical Association, Henry 
P. Carruth, manager department of tests of the American 
Writing Paper Company, Holyoke, Mass., the former presi- 
dent, W. G. MacNaughton, late of the Nekoosa-Edwards Paper 
Company, having resigned his office on account of the great 
distance of his present connection as superintendent of the 
Inland Empire Paper Company at Spokane, Wash. 

President Carruth, in a fitting address, introduced as the 
guest of the morning session the Hon. C, B. Clark, Mayor of 
Neenah, and himself well known to those present as one of the 
members of the Kimberly-Clark Company. Mayor Clark, after 
paying a deserved compliment to the members for their en- 
thusiastic gathering from every quarter of the United States 
and Canada, said in part: 

“It has come to be the habit that no first-class convention 
presumes anywhere to convene without inflicting upon itself 
an address by the local mayor of the city in which that con- 
vention is held. It is a peculiar honor that our city holds in the 
paper industry today in having been the town where one of the 
first paper mills in the country was built. The tremendous ad- 
vantages for water power of the Fox River Valley, since the 
beginning of the last century, had made itself felt early in the 
flour industry. The fact of this enormous water power at our 
very doors and the near location of our wonderful forests 
brought about in 1865 the erection of the first paper mill. Your 
association has done much for the industry, though we feel that 
its era has but just begun.

tial factor in the management of each mill, but had your 
organization been in existence in those early days your efforts 
no doubt would have been largely directed toward teaching the 
pioneer manufacturer of that time how to spend his vast 
earnings, for the paper mill we built here enjoyed a capacity 
of one ton of news print, which sold for the princely sum of 
17 cents.”

For you technical men, Wisconsin should be 
the center of the United States and the hub of the universe of 
pulp and paper at least. 

“We shall see much here for serious deliberation. No con- 
vention in these times can come together without facing great 
and momentous problems. In the years just passing in Europe 
the technical men are playing a great part. In the chemistry 
of paper manufacture, foresters and business men are glad to 
deliberate. In Europe their cotton is practically gone; has been 
for some length of time, in fact. Today cellulose from wood 
is taking its place in two distinct departments, at least—for 
ammunition on the firing line and for absorbent cotton in those 
blessed hospital zones that border on either side of ‘No Man’s 
Land.’ 

“You are doing a great service to the industry in which you 
are playing such an important part. In the years to come no 
man can predict what you and I may not be called upon to do 
in this awful conflict.” Dr. Baker spoke extemporaneously and 
his remarks were received with rousing applause. 

President Carruth took occasion at the interval to announce 
in the matter of place reservations for the Kimberly-Clark 
dinner that evening that the committee had been seriously 
handicapped by the large number of late arrivals, and that the 
guest book would be passed about among those present for 
signatures and for late acceptances of the dinner invitations. A 
gilt badge with a groove for inserting the name of the wearet 
had been handed out to each man upon arrival, and President 
Carruth urged all present who had not yet received theirs to 
obtain them at the close of the morning business session. 
“Each of you,” said he, “can then have no possible excuse for 
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not getting acquainted; that is the purpose of these badges, 
so let’s get together and get down to real business.” 


Committee Reports 

After the reports of the executive committee by Henry F. 
Obermanns, assistant to the president, Hammermill Paper 
Company, Erie, Pa., and Thomas J. Keenan, secretary and 
treasurer of the association, the brief reports of progress by 
the standing committees were read. 

Then followed the reports of the special committees as 
follows: 

Report on Sulphite Pulp 


Robert B. Wolf, Spanish River Pulp and Paper Mills, Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ont., Can., chairman, reported for the committee on 
sulphite pulp. Careful experiments have been carried on to 
determine exactly what combustion temperature in the sulphur 
burner will produce the purest sulphur dioxide (SO,). In the 
experiments an electric current was used to precipitate all solid 
matter into gases. Much sulphur trioxide (SO;) not only 
wastes the sulphur, but is bad for the pulp as well. 


Report on Soda Pulp 


Chairman Martin L. Griffin, manager of the chemical and 
electrochemical departments, Oxford Paper Company, Rum- 
ford, Me., was unavoidably detained, and his report of the 
committee on soda pulp was read by George K. Spence, chief

At this point President Carruth made a stirring appeal for 
the necessity of co-operation, and urged all members to keep

Report on Sulphate Pulp 

The committee on sulphate pulp made its report through its 
chairman, Dr. Otto Kress, of the Forest Products Laboratory, 
Madison, Wis. His verbal report was an appeal for co-opera- 
tion as well, and he outlined the study that was being made of 
various woods for use in the manufacture of kraft pulp. Dr. 
Kress mentioned, in passing, that the members of his com- 
mittee had been obliged to work entirely by correspondence 
owing to their great geographical distance from one another; 
all the way, in fact, from Mosinee, Wis., to Bogalusa, La. 

The committee on ground wood, through its chairman, 
George C. McNaughton, engineer in forest products, Forest 
Products Laboratory, at Madison, Wis., promised a report at 
the fall meeting at Holyoke, in which the committee proposed 
to outline its experiments in the control of the grinding process 
and the working in of other woods with the product. 


Standard Method of Testing Materials 

Raymond S. Hatch, general superintendent, Crocker-McElwain 
Company, Holyoke, Mass., and chairman of the committee on 
Standard methods of testing materials used in the manufacture 
of paper, spoke extemporaneously. He treated of the question 
of the standardization of rags and showed it to be a large field. 
He made an appeal for the co-operation of the committee of 
waste material dealers, and urgently requested that all members 
of the Technical Association endeavor to assist this committee 
in its important work. 





In the absence of Dr. John D. Rue, of Ann Arbor, assistant 
professor department of chemical engineering, University of 
Michigan, Secretary Keenan read Professor Rue’s report as 
chairman of the committee on abstracts of the Literature. 

In the open discussion that followed many members offered 
as suggestions the methods that were used by their various 
companies for the preparation of the different abstracts from 
technical and trade journals and other literature, the reading 
and digesting of which is so essential in the march of progress 
to the industry. 

Publication and Program

committee on publication and program, and took occasion to

Bibliography of the Industry 

In the absence of Prof. Henry E. Surface, of the Forest 
Products Laboratory, Madison, Wis., chairman of the commit- 
tee on bibliography of the pulp and paper industry, his report 
was read in part by Secretary Keenan. It was very long, being 
an exhaustive treatment of the subject prepared at the personal 
solicitation of the chairman by Dard Hunter, of Marlborough- 
on-Hudson, and will prove a valuable contribution to the 
archives of the association. 

Vocational Training 

The report of the committee on vocational education, of 
which Ernst Mahler, assistant general superintendent of the 
Kimberly-Clark Company, Neenah, is chairman, was next of- 
fered. Mr. Mahler spoke briefly of the company’s lecture room 
which had been assigned and lecture courses which were being 
given by the company at such times and in duplicate, so that 
all who were interested might be able to attend. Many mem- 
bers entered into the discussion of this subject, which is one 
vital to the paper industry. Several enterprising companies 
have already introduced lecture courses and experimental prac- 
tices into their plants under competent instructors in order that 
younger men of promise in the industry may be trained right 
at the plant without being obliged to take the time necessary 
to pursue such a course at a neighboring or distant university. 
The old paper maker, the man of the preceding generation, 
has been hard to approach on this matter, however. He has 
felt that his trade has secrets to be guarded zealously, and it 
has been hard to get him even to attend these lectures. And 
as one member so aptly put it, “even if we get him tg see the 
value of some new way of doing an old thing, we have to watch 
him closely to see that he does it.” It is a safe prediction, how- 
ever, to say that the time is almost upon us when every enter- 
prising manufacturer of paper will be obliged to join this for- 
ward movement in vocational education or be left far behind in 
the rapid march of the paper industry. 

The regular business of the session so far as it concerned the

Co. Regarding Contract for Machine Finish Paper.

Will Not Hear Champion Coated Paper Co. 

At a meeting of the Joint Committee on Printing to-day it was 
unanimously decided that no good could come from giving the 
Champion Coated Paper Company an opportunity to appear be- 
fore the Committee and setting forth its argument for being 
awarded the contract to furnish the Government Printing Office 
with machine finish paper. The attitude taken by the Committee on 
the whole case is set forth by Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, chair- 
man of the Committee, in the following letter, which was sent to 
Frank E. Elder, attorney for the company in this city, at the direc- 
tion of the Joint Committee. Senator Fletcher says: 

“The Joint Committee on Printing at its meeting to-day con- 
sidered your letters of April 7 and May 21, 1917, in regard to the 
claim of the Champion Coated Paper Company of Hamilton, Ohio, 
to a vested interest in a contract for furnishing certain paper to 
the Public Printer under bids opened by the Committee on Febru- 
ary 17. 

“I have been directed by the Committee to make the following 
reply thereto: The Joint Committee is unanimously of the opinion 
that it has a right to reject bids under the discretionary authority 
vested in it by section 5 of the act of January 12, 1895 (28 Stats. 
L, 601), providing for the award of contracts by the Committee 
‘to the lowest and best bidder for the interest of the Government.’ 
In accordance with this provision the following paragraph was 
included in and made a part of the proposal subscribed to by 
the Champion Coated Paper Company, which thereby gave its 
assent to such a reservation: 

No. 3. The awards of contracts will be made by the 
Joint Committee on Printing to the lowest and best bid- 
ders for the interest of the Government whose bids are

The decrease in open market prices by 


does not, therefore, indicate any 


part to serve the Government, but simply reflects the general trade 
condition and justifies the Committee’s action in rejecting the 
bids of February 17. During the first 2% 

a saving of nearly $70,000 has been effected in the open market 
purchase of paper at prices less than those proposed to the Com- 
mittee on February 17. At this rate, the saving for the year will 
approximate $350,000, which clearly demonstrates that the accep- 
tance of the proposals submitted by the Champion and other com- 
panies on February 17 would not have been for the best interest 
of the Government. 

“The Committee does not believe that the Champion or any 
other company is furnishing paper to the Government on open 
market purchases at less than the actual cost, as asserted by you. 
In connection with the bids submitted to it, the Committee gave 
consideration to a report from the Federal Trade Commission 
showing that the cost of producing such paper as was bid upon 
by the Champion Company had increased less than one cent 2 
pound, while the price was jumped by your company more than 
four cents a pound, or 100 per cent. over the preceding year. 
With this evidence as to cost of production before it, the Com- 
mittee decided that it could not in justice to the Government 
accept the proposal of February 17 as either fair or reasonable. 
In fact the bids seemed so grossly excessive and so lacking in 
competition as to fully warrant their rejection without again 
inviting proposals for contracts under the existing conditions. 

“The Committee is surprised that a company which some time 
ago offered to place its entire product at the disposal of the Gov- 
ernment in the event of war, should seek to force the Government 
to pay excessive prices for its product now that war actually 
exists. This attitude is in marked contrast with the patriotic 
action of some other manufacturers in offering and selling their 
products to the Government at very substantial reductions in 
price in order to show their good will and “do their bit” in this 
tremendous struggle. The Committee does not like to believe 
that the officers of the Champion Coated Paper Company are any 
less patriotic than other manufacturers of the country, but it can- 
not regard the demand for exorbitant prices for paper, much of 
which is required for military purposes, as a manifestation of 
patriotism or willingness to serve the Government with the same 
unselfish spirit as that in which this war has been entered by 
the American people. .

“Aside from all these conditions, the Committee seriously doubts 
whether it has authority to reconsider its action, as proposed by 
your company, even if it were so disposed. You surely would not 
contend that the Government has an enforcible right at this late 
day under the proposals submitted on February 17, since the 
rejection of which large quantities of paper covered by those 
proposals have been bid for and furnished by your company in 
the open market without any claim to a right of contract for such 
paper prior to your letter of April 7. This action on the part of 
your company seems to foreclose the making of any such claim at 
this time and constitutes a complete waiver to any right of con- 
tract that may have existed. If the Committee could reconsider 
its action and award contracts to your company on the basis of 
its low bids of February 17, it should take similar action with 
regard to all the other low bidders at that time. No such claim 
of a right of contract has been made by any other bidder or by 
the Government, though a ten-day period was provided in the 
proposed bond for entering into a contract in event of the ac- 
ceptance of a proposal on any or all of the lots. These bonds 
therefore appear to have become null and void. 
the Committee has no means of enforcing at this time any award 
of contracts that may now be made under the proposal of February 
17 and it certainly cannot be claimed that the bidder has any 
greater right of enforcing a contract under such proposal than 
has the Government. The bonds accompanying the proposals 
could not, of course, be held in force for an indefinite period and 


Consequently 


without such a bond, which is required by law, a proposal cannot 
be considered by the Committee, as provided for in section 5 of 
the Printing Act of 1895. Therefore it does not appear that the 
Committee has any legal or valid proposal from the Champion 
Company before it upon which an award of contracts could be 
made as demanded by your company. 

“Even if the Champion Company had a proposal properly pend- 
ing before this Committee for its consideration, the Committee 
would not be intimidated into awarding a contract to your com- 
pany at an excessive price by the suggestion of “mandatory pro- 
ceedings against it” or any effort “to impose additional burdens 
upon or inconvenience to the Committee or any member of it.” 
The Committee does not admit that such proceedings can be law- 
fully instituted against it or its members for exercising a discre- 
tion vested in it by Congress which the Committee represents in 
certain relations with the Government Printing Office, an institu- 
tion established and operated primarily for the use and conve- 
nience of Congress. 

“Furthermore, the Committee is not 
regard as in good faith and for the best interest of the Govern- 
ment the proposals of a bidder who seeks to enforce an unjust 
contract on it and who, at the same time, persists in the delivery 
of paper of an inferior quality under contracts already awarded 
to it. 

“Holding this view of the

News Print Investigation on Coast 

Francis J. Heney, special attorney for the Federal Trade Com- 
mission in the news print investigation, left here a short time 
ago for the Pacific Coast where he, together with a number of 
assistants, are going to investigate the conditions among paper 
jobbers. 

Information has reached officials of the Commission that very 
high prices are prevailing on the west coast and that this is due, 
in large part, it is alleged, to the profits that are being taken by 
the jobbers. While officials were reticent to speak of the matter, 
they said that it was just possible that as long as the men were 
on the coast that they might look into the conditions of such 
paper mills as are located on or near the west coast. How long 
this investigation will take officials of the Commission did not 
care to state. 

It is understood that the field work has been about completed 
on the book paper investigation, called for by a resolution of 
Senator Fletcher,- which has been in now for 
months. The figures that have reached the Commission are pretty 
well up to date and-it is stated that if necessary and desirable a 
preliminary report could be made within a month. It was stated 
to-day that before any report was made the book paper manu- 
facturers would be given a hearing by the Commission if they 
desired it when they could correct or contradict any of the figures 
or statements made by experts of the Commission 
carried on this work.

In connection with the determination of the government as an- 
nounced by Commissioner Pringle to force all Canadian paper 
manufacturers to bear shares in proportion of the burden of sup- 
plying Canadian publishers with paper at $2.50 per 100 pounds 
for probably three months longer, pending the action of the gov- 
ernment on a new agreement, the case of the Ontario Paper Com- 
pany of Thorold is an interesting one. This is really a subsidiary 
of the Chicago Tribune and all the paper made is used in the 
publications of that newspaper. When W. L. Scott, counsel for 
the company, maintained before Commissioner Pringle that as his 
company was not selling for general consumption he did not think 
it should be forced to sell to Canadian publishers.

Conditions in Pulp and Paper Industry 


The Labor Department has issued its current monthly report 
on industries and trades and has the following to say of the 
pulp, paper, and fibre industry: 

“Halifax, Nova Scotia, reported the demand for felt and roofing 
paper active but the local factory was hampered in filling orders 
by the difficulty in securing raw materials. St. John, N. B., and 
Newcastle, N. B., report that the pulp and paper mills there are 
very active. The offices of the large pulp and paper companies 
in Montreal reported an increased demand for products and mills 
very busy. At Three Rivers, Que. the Wayagamack Pulp & 
Paper Company and the St. Maurice Paper Company were busy 
but in need of help. Manufacturers of felt and tar paper in 
Hamilton and St. Catharine’s, makers of pulp, paper and beaver 
board and other pulp products, were very busy. Active condi- 
tions prevailed at Ottawa and at Port Arthur a new company was 
beginning the foundation of a plant with a capacity of 50 tons a 
day. Pulp and paper companies on the Pacific Coast were very 
active, and a new mill which is being constructed on Quatsino 
Sound is progressing steadily.” 

The Labor Department also made inquiries into the paper box 
manufacturing industry and found that while most plants had 
plenty of orders they were handicapped for the lack of experi- 
enced help. 


Berkshire Hills and Brown Mills Pay More 
NortH ApAms, Mass., May 23, 1917—Employees of the Berk- 


shire Hills and L. L. Brown paper mills have received another 
voluntary wage increase. This latest wage increase, which became 
effective Monday, was announced to the employees at both mills 
today.

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REORGANIZATION MEETING 
OF ST. REGIS PAPER CALLED 


Will Be No Change in the Officials of Well-Known 
Watertown Company, But It Is Planned to Retire the 
Preferred Stock and the Stock Will Be Made Seven 
Per Cent. Cumulative Dividend Stock Instead of Six Per 
Cent.—Vote to Subscribe $10,000 to the Liberty Loan— 
Recent Fire Will Not Affect Operations at Plant of the 
Newton Falls Paper Co.

Watertown, N. Y., May 28, 1917.—The issuance of stock 
without par value, permitted under the new state law, is 
expected to be adopted by the St. Regis Paper Company at 
a special reorganization meeting of the directors called for the 
forenoon of June 11. While there will be no change in the 
newly elected official staff, there will be a change in the cap- 
italization of the company. It is planned to retire the preferred 
stock, and the stock will be made seven per cent. cumulative 
dividend stock instead of six per cent. as now. 

At present the company has ten thousand shares of preferred 
stock and the same number of common stock. The par value 
of each is $100, while the book value of the common is $372. 
It is proposed to authorize the same number of shares of pre- 
ferred stock, the company retaining the right to purchase and 
retire this stock at its market value, not to exceed $110 a share. 

The plans now outlined will permit the issuance of 100,000 
shares of common stock; of which 50,000 shares will take the 
place of the 10,000 shares now existing, and 50,000 shares will 
be held in the treasury to be sold by the board of directors at 
any time it should be found necessary to purchase more mills 
or make extensive improvements to those already held. 

Present holders of common stock will get five shares of new 
stock for one of old, and the new stock will be without par 
value. This will figure the new stock at $80 per share. It is 
stipulated that the 50,000 shares to be held in reserve shall 
be disposed of at the market value when sold. 

The certificate of incorporation of the company will be 
amended to provide that it may purchase and hold stock and 
bonds in other corporations, and the president or other officers 
made eligible as a director in the company in which the stock 
is taken. 

Subscribes to the Liberty Loan 


Several acts of importance featured the deliberations of the 
annual meeting of the St. Regis Paper Company directors late 
Monday afternoon. The elimination of the office of assistant 
secretary and treasurer and a consolidation of the two offices 
was decided upon while it was voted to subscribe $10,000 to 
the Liberty Loan bonds. 

The company will purchase the bonds at once, and these 
will be distributed among the employes. All those who desire 
to buy these bonds may do so and will be allowed a year in 
which to pay for whatever amount they desire to own. During 
that period the interest accrued will be credited to the pur- 
chasers. 

It was decided to discontinue the present offices of the com- 
pany in the Y. M. C. A. building and consolidate all depart- 
ments at the Deferiet office. It was believed that this would 
not only be an economy of effort, but an advantage to the 
general management of company affairs. The move will take 
place June 1. 

James M. Sexsmith, who has held the office of assistant 
secretary and treasurer for many years with this company, was 
not re-elected. The explanation given for the move is that 


Treasurer F. A. Empsall can look after the business of this 
department, with the assistance of Carl Martin, who will be 
in charge of the bookkeeping at the mill office. 

James A. Sexsmith has been employed by this company for 
the past 15 years. In November, 1901, he took the position 
of bookkeeper, which he occupied for one year. At that time 
the Taggart Paper Company and the St. Regis Paper Company 
Looks were kept in the same office. In 1902 he was elected 
assistant treasurer and held that position until about eicht 
years ago when he was elected to the office of assistant secre- 
tary and treasurer. 

Just at present Mr. Sexsmith states that he has no idea of 
what connections he will make, but his years of experience in 
a very responsible position sure to make his services 
sought by paper companies in need of a competent man in 
his department. 


Closes Contract for Pulp Wood 

The Newton Falls Paper Company has just closed contracts 
for the cutting of 29,000 cords of pulp wood from its tract 
at Aldrich during the coming summer. A number of lumber- 
ing contractors are getting ready to take up the various jobs 
on the tract. President Frank L. Moore of the company has 
been at the plant recently adjusting this matter. He states 
that much difficulty is expected in securing lumber jacks for 
the summer cut, for labor is scarce. The main trouble arises 
from the fact that the Canadian Government has been calling 
back home for military purposes the many French-Canadians 
here who are the main lumber woods workmen of the Adi- 
rondacks. 

Mr. Moore stated that the fire Thursday night which de- 
stroyed the rossing plant at Newton Falls would not affect 
operations at the mill. While the mill was being repaired for 
operation this summer, only three thousand cords were to be 
handled. This plant had been out of use all last year. With 
the machinery in the building the total loss by this fire is stated 
by Mr. Moore to be $15,000, fully covered by insurance. 

The efficiency of the company fire department was tested 
and found not waiting. The mill hands have been drilled for 
just such an emergency, and when the fire broke out at 7 
o’clock Thursday night it took less than 10 minutes to get a 
line of hose laid and water on the flames. The rossing plant 
was located two thousand feet from the big paper mill, but 
all other property was saved. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. The fact that the 
structure was built about twelve years ago and was dry as 
powder made it impossible to save any part of the plant. The 
structure was forty by eighty feet in size and partly of three 
stories. 

Mr. Moore stated that he has under consideration now the 
erection of an altogether different mill along more modern 
and satisfactory lines which will result in greater economy in 
this department.

Lumberjacks for the War 

The Emporium Forestry Company, the International Paper 
Company and the A. Sherman Lumber Company are expected 
to furnish a goodly number of lumberjacks for service on the 
western front with the Allies. In fact, the Adirondacks will 
supply a goodly percentage of the three hundred which are 
expected to be sent there in a scheme now on foot which is 
backed by Governor Whitman. A similar number is under- 
stood here to be slated from New England camps. They will 
aid in getting out lumber along the western front. 

Paper mill and lumbering interests in this section have taken 
an interest in this matter, for it will be a sacrifice of men 
already much needed by them. It is understood here that

Answers Some Statements of Mr. Bird Given Out When the 
Tour Workers’ Bill Was Recently Killed in the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature—Wm. B. Clements, Agent for Eagle 
Lodge, Takes Exceptions to Mr. Taylor’s Reply—vValley 
Paper Company Is Making Extensive Improvements to Its 
Plant—Collins Mfg. Co. Adds Additional Plater Ma- 
chines at North Wilbraham.

Hotyoke, Mass., May 28, 1917.—James G. Taylor, president of 
the Taylor-Logan Comuany, paper makers, and president of 
the Writing Paper Manufacturers’ Association, has come to 
the defense of the paper manufacturers of Massachusetts by 
answering in an open letter statements made by Charles Sumner 
Bird, proprietor of Bird & Son, paper manufacturers, at East 
Walpole, Mass., in a letter given out by Mr. Bird, relative to 
the Tour Workers’ Bill, which was recently killed in the Leg- 
islature. Mr. Taylor’s answer to Mr. Bird follows: 

“Dear Mr. Bird: I have read in today’s papers your state- 
ment on the defeat of the paper mill tour workers’ bill. I can- 
not but feel that in this statement you have unintentionally, I 
believe, attacked the paper manufacturers of Massachusetts. 

“Read hastily by ‘the man in the street,’ as such things are 
apt to be read, the inference drawn from the statement would 
seem to be that—to quote your own words—‘The working of men 
seventy-two hours a week, night and day, twelve hours by day one 
week and twelve hours by night the next week, and so on, year in 
and year out,’ is a common practice in Massachusetts paper mills. 
It isn’t. As one who (again quoting your own words) ‘has worked 
such hours * * * and knows the hell of such a life,’ I had the 
pleasure of sharing with one other Holyoke paper manufac- 
turer in May, 1912, the voluntary putting into effect, for the 
first time in Holyoke, of the three-tour plan, in the paper mills 
with which I am connected. Others followed in quick succes- 
son and voluntarily until I know of no important paper mill in 
Massachusetts that is not now working on the three-tour 
system, and so far as I know there are none that would care 
to change back to the old two-tour system. 

“At the time when these voluntary changes began, not only 
was there no agitation for a three-tour law, but the tour 
workers themselves were not a unit in favor of three tours. The 
manufacturers who thus voluntarily changed did so for mixed 
reasons. Many of us thought it was good business to improve 
the working conditions in our mills, hoping that thereby a 
better class of young men would be drawn into the industry. 
In this we succeeded. Some of us—like your good self—were 
followers of the colonel about that time, and ‘social justice’ 
may have actuated us. 

“Be that as it may, the very great majority of Massachusetts 
paper manufacturers made the change and made it voluntarily. 
We think no law is needed to compel us to do what we think 
it is good business and good ethics to do. That is why some of 
us opposed the passage of the law. In our case it was not 
politics. It was human nature. 

“T believe you owe it to your fellow manufacturers, Mr. Bird, 
to correct the impression made by your article, that any but a 
very small minority of Massachusetts paper manufacturers still 
operate on the two-tour system.

The process is one that has 
wonderful possibilities, as has been demonstrated during the 
experiments made, and according to Mr. Jasperson it is a very 
successful venture.

Jasperson and New York capitalists who are financially sup- 
porting the undertaking to give the process the most absolute 
and thorough trial possible, and for that reason Mr. Jasperson 
came East and to this city with his process. 

When approached by the Paper TrapE JouRNAL man, Mr. Jas- 
person stated the other day that he was not yet quite ready to make 
any further announcement concerning the plans that are now 
being formulated.

The 
Collins Manufacturing Company, which has main offices in this 
city and of which S. Raymond Whiting is president and treas- 
urer, is one of the largest concerns manufacturing loft dried 
papers, including ledgers, bonds and writing papers.

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CANADA EXCESS PROFIT TAX 
IS FOR PERIOD OF WAR ONLY 


This Announcement Is Made by Finance Minister, Sir Thomas

Howard Smith Paper Mills to Proceed with Plans 

Among the companies which have been considering plans for 
large extensions for some time is the Howard Smith Paper Mill, 
Ltd., of Montreal. This company now announces that its original 
plans will be proceeded with, and contracts have been awarded 
for extending the buildings and power plant at the newly-acquired 
Crabtree Mills, at a cost of around a quarter of a million dollars. 
The company manufactures bond and other high-grade papers, 
and its business has gone ahead by leaps and bounds since the 
outbreak of war, which has cut off outside supplies from the 
Dominion to a very large extent. The company is planning not 
only to hold the market it now has but to extend it, and the ex- 
tensions at the Crabtree Mills will be devoted wholly to high-class 
papers, which offer a better source of income than news print, 
especially since the latter has come under the regulation of the 
Government as regards the selling price. 


Factors Which Are Causing Concern 

Meanwhile another unsettling factor has come into the pulp 
and paper situation by the announcement of the Government that 
a plan for selective conscription is to be put into effect. There is 
much uncertainty as to how this will affect the industry. The 
plan is to take men only from non-essential industries and manu- 
facturers are asking whether the pulp and paper industry will be 
considered an essential industry or a non-essential one. Their 
idea is that it is a distinctly essential industry, as the supplies of 
paper of all kinds are below the requirements on this continent. 
Up to the present time over 1,500 employees of pulp and paper 
mills have enlisted for service with the overseas forces, and this 
has caused a considerable shortage of labor, especially as in addi- 
tion some thousands of the best woodsmen in the country have 
enlisted in the Forestry Battalions to fell timber in Europe for 
use in the trenches. All the pulp and paper manufacturers are 
agreed that they will throw no obstacles in the way of the volun- 
tary enlistment of any of their men, but they are hoping that no 
extensive drafts will be made by the Government, as this would 
result in a considerable curtailment of the output. 


Another consideration is that in addition to a shortage of out- 
put if men are taken from the industry, it will undoubtedly result 
in an increase in the cost of production, especially for labor, and 
still higher prices will follow. This will state 
of affairs, especially as regards news print.

Accepted Proposals on Only 92 Lots 


Those market were made the 
committee’s action in rejecting as excessive most of the bids sub- 
mitted to it on January 20 and February 17, 1917, in response to 
its request for proposals for furnishing paper for the Government 
Printing Office for the year beginning March 1, 1917. I enclose 
herewith a schedule of such proposals and an abstract of the con- 
tracts awarded by the committee for the year beginning March 1, 
1917. This abstract shows that the committee accepted the pro- 
posals on only 92 out of 222 lots included in its paper schedule. 


All of these awards are subject to the provisions contained in 


open purchases necessary by 


paragraph No. 13 of the Proposal, a copy of which I enclose 
herewith. Paragraph No. 13 provides in brief, that “whenever the 
fair and reasonable market price for any paper proposed for 
herein varies 20 per cent. or more above or below the accepted 
proposal price” either party may annul the contract at the expira- 
tion of either three, six, or nine months from March 1, 1917. The 
conditions of this paragraph, therefore, add greatly to the interest 
which the committee has in the report that you may make in 
response to the resolution of the Senate. 


Savings Effected on Open Purchases 

I thought the enclosed record of open market purchases might 
be of some interest or service to the Commission in its investiga- 
tion by indicating the trend of prices paid by the Government for 
paper bought in the open market during the first two and one-half 
months of its present contract year, which began March 1. Dur- 
ing that period the Public Printer has bought paper in the open 
market to the amount of $311,809.13, which would have cost the 
Government $380,800.88 had the committee awarded annual con- 
tracts therefor to the lowest bidder on the basis of the proposals 
submitted to it on January 20 and February 17, 1917. In othe 
words, the rejection of such bids by the committee has effected a 
net saving of $68,991.75 for the first two and one-half months of 
the present contract year. On only\3 small lots, cover paper and 
binders’ board, has the Public Printer been required to pay ‘n 
excess of the bids submitted to the committee on the annual 
schedule and the increased cost in these instances totalled less 
than $700.00. The committee’s action in rejecting the annual 
proposals on all except certain coated book, writing, bond and 


ledger papers appears, therefore, to have been materially to the 
advantage of the Government.

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APRIL PRODUCTION AND SHIPMENTS OF NEWS PRINT 


Total Production in the U. S. During the Month Amounted to 80,773 Tons Against Total Shipments During 
the Month of 85,492 Tons—Total Production in Canada During the Month Amounted to 48,009 Tons 
Against Total Shipments During the Month of 53,174 Tons—Total Production in U. S. and 
Canada for Month 128,782 Tons—Total Shipments for Month 138,666 Tons. 


G. F. Steele, secretary of the News-Print Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, has just sent the following report to members regarding 
the production and shipment of news print in the United States 
and Canada for April: 


Monthly Report 

We call your attention to the monthly report attached hereto, 
and particularly to the production maintained by the United 
States mills. In April of last year, with thirty-two mills report- 
ing, there was produced 3,517 tons a day against a maximum of 
3,891 tons. During the April just passed only twenty-five mills 
reported, due to the changing or contemplated changing of news 
print mills to other grades of paper, and these mills produced 
3,231 tons a day against a maximum of 3,326 tons. The atnount 
of maximum tonnage reduced by this manufacturing change 
amounted to 565 tons a day, while production decreased but 286 
tons a day. The production in April, 1917, was greater than 
in any month this year, although the maximum productive capac- 
ity has remained stationary. The paper shipped by the United 
States mills in April was in excess of the maximum productive 
capacity of the mills, and it is interesting to note that this has 
occurred for the first time to our knowledge. 


Noteworthy Increase by Canadian Mills 


The increase of production and shipments by the Canadian 
mills during April is worthy of note, in comparison with the 
figures of April, 1916. Production in April of this year is 257 
tons greater than it was in last April and shipments almost 
6,400 tons greater for the month, with only 100 tons a day addi- 
tional productive capacity over last year’s. 

Comparing April, 1917, with April of last year, you will find 
that while the number of mills reporting has decreased by six 


and the maximum reduced by 346 tons a day, the actual produc- 
tion this year is only 29 tons a day less than in April, 1916, with 
shipments 104.5 per cent. of maximum against 101.1 per cent. last 
year, and stocks reduced to 56 per cent. of the April, 1916, 
amount. 


Registration Offers Lumber Men Problem 


Banoor, Me., May 28, 1917.—Maine paper making companies 
having hundreds of men on the log drives in remote sections 
of the deep Maine woods are confronted with a problem in 
connection with the draft registration law, which requires 
that every man between the ages of 21 and 31 shall register 
at the county clerk’s office. In many instances, these men 
are 50 to 100 miles from civilization, and it would be quite a 
task to take all the workers from the drives, which must be 
continually superintended, in order to register. It is believed 
that an arrangement can be made by which the companies 
can appoint agents for the state to look after the registration 
of men on their drives. This seems to be about the only 
way out of it. 


To Name Village After Geo. A. Whiting 


Stevens Point, Wis., May 28, 1917.—A new village to be 
known as Whiting, after George A. Whiting, is projected south 
of this city around the two paper mills and the River Pines sana- 
torium. If the plan is carried out it will include the new John 
Strange mill and will have about 250 people at the start.

which has several mills in this section and extensive woodland 
holdings, has been named on the New England committee of 
arrangements. 

It is proposed to divide the men into sawmill units of thirty, 
with a portable sawmill, ten suitable horses, harnesses, wagons, 
saws, axes and other tools. The cost of equipment for each 
unit would be about $10,000, while the salary per month would 
be about $2,000 per unit. It is expected that the young men 
of the state forestry college at Wanakena will be selected to 
have charge of several units. 


Pulp Wood for Remington Paper Co. 


One of the largest timber tracts of virgin forests in the 
Adirondacks is about to be attacked for pulp wood to be sold 
to the Remington Power a Paper Company for use in the 
group of mills at Norwood, Norfolk and Raymondville. There 
are about 2,200 acres in the tract which surrounds Lake 
Ozonia, and it is said that the deal involves a transaction of 
$100,000. 

Mrs. F. M. Heath and Julian P. Heath, of Potsdam, own this 
tract, and they are now negotiating with Kimball J. Snell and 
Horace W. Downey, of that place, for the sale. It is said that 
the sale means that the new owners will proceed to lumbering 
tract and delivering the pulp wood to the Remington mills. 

This property has been in the Heath family for many years, 
being owned by the late Colonel Heath. Lake Ozonia in the 
midst of the tract takes out a large section of timber area, 
but this is valuable as a summer resort. Many cottages and 
some hotels are built there. 

A large amount of hard wood is also on the tract, but this 
will not be touched. Immediate work of cutting the soft wood 
will be started upon completion of the deal. This wood will 
be delivered at St. Regis Falls on motor truck and sent over 
state roads to the mills. 

Both Mr. Snell and Mr. Downey are prominent lumbermen 
and well known in the trade. Mr. Snell is a brother of Con- 
gressman B. H. Snell, and had charge of lumbering operations 
for the Canton Lumbering Company for several years on the 


Grasse River. Mr. Downey has recently held extensive lum- 
bering contracts for the Brooklyn Cooperage Company on the 
St. Regis River near Sylvan Lake, and will give the work on 
the new tract personal attention. 


Paper Men Play Golf 


On one of the wettest days that golf has ever been played 
C. R. McMillan, of the Union Bag & Paper Company, took 
first honors in the annual spring tournament of the Paper 
Trades Association held at the course of the Arcola Country 
Club. Mr. McMillan captured the final match from Roger B. 
Taft, of the Hammermill Paper Company, by 2 up after 
18 holes of top golf by each contestant. 

The scores of the first day were due to the high winds 
which prevailed. Instead of giving silver cups to the winners 
the money for them was donated to the Red Cross with only 
one exception. Handsome medals were awarded the winners, 
however. The fall tournament will be held on the Huntington 
Valley course during October. 

The results of the various matches were as follows: In the 
second eight H. F. Harrison, of Hackensack, defeated F. L. 
McClellan, of Minneapolis, by 3 and 2. O. F. Osborne, of 
Philadelphia, defeated A. B. Sherrill, of Philadelphia, by 3 and 
2 for the third division medal. In the fourth I. F. Megargee, 
of Philadelphia, defeated J. Hultz in the final by 5 and 4. 
George Rigel, of Philadelphia, took the fifth division prize 
away from R. B. Boyd, of Essex County, by 3 and 2. 

The winners of the beaten teams were: H. F. Donahue, of 
Class A, who beat A. Calder; C. N. Bicknell, of Class B, who 
beat R. R. Boyce; Charles Ridgway, of Class C, who beat 
W. J. Boyd; Dan O’Connell, of Class D, who beat J. H. 
Lindsay. 

The Luke Cup, the only silverware given in the tournament, 
in which opportunity was found to supply further funds to the 
Red Cross, went to H. F. Harrison, whose two best rounds of 
18 holes each brought him a score of 174—12, 162. The Kickers’ 
Handicap went to Amos C. Hawley, of Philadelphia. J. Brower 
won the best selected round of four played with 73—2, 71. 
The 36 hole medal play handicap went to A. H. Nevius, of the 
Dayton (Ohio) Country Club, with 193—16, 177. 

The tournament was well attended, with many players repre- 
sentative of the larger paper companies playing. 


Union Bag and Paper Declares Quarterly Dividend

The profits of the St. Maurice Paper Company, Ltd., of 
which the Union Bag & Paper Corporation owns 75 per cent. of the 
stock are not included. The earnings of this company for this 
same quarter are estimated at $150,000. 

The report deals with the favorable situation the company finds 
itself in. The news mill is now in operation with two paper ma- 
chines running regularly, and the sulphite and sulphate mills are 
also under way. 

The company estimates that the $90,000 reserved from the earn- 
ings of the first quarter will be sufficient to pay all taxes which 
will be incurred as a result of the war.

The sole purpose of my statement was to point out the 
apostasy of the Republican party in making a pledge before 
election and then deliberately breaking it after election; in fact, 
I stated, specifically, that there are today many paper mills in 
Massachusetts and in the country on the three-tour basis, but

News and Wood Pulp Exempted 

The Senate Finance Committee is busily engaged in rewriting the 
general Revenue Bill which passed the House Wednesday of last 
week. The committee, it is pretty generally conceded, gill bring out 
a bill that will be far more liberal and reasonable toward the busi- 
ness interests of the country than the one passed last week by 
the House. 

Due in large part to the objections by the newspaper editors 
of the country news print paper, pulp, etc., were exempted from 
the 10 cent import tax by the House before passage. This part of 
the bill reads: 

“This section shall not apply to * * * * * printing paper ad- 
mitted free of duty under paragraph five hundred and sixty-seven 
of section one of the Act entitled ‘An Act to reduce tariff duties 
and to provide revenue for the Government, and for other pur- 
poses,’ approved October third, nineteen hundred and thirteen, as 
amended * * * * * nitrate of soda; mechanical ground wood 
pulp, chemical wood pulp, unbleached or bleached and rag pulp.” 

In addition to the plea which was made by the editors of the 
country to exempt these commodities from import taxation a 
number of associations took the matter up wtih various Congress- 
men. Prominent also among other objections to the 10 per cent 
tax on pulp, etc., was a brief filed by James Rosenberg in behalf 
of the American Association of Wood Pulp Importers as follows: 

“With reference to the bill now pending in Congress, whereby 
it is proposed to levy a duty of 10 per cent on all importations 
now on the free list, we, the undersigned, beg herewith to offer 
for your consideration our recommendations in connection with 
the duty to be levied on paper-making materials, such as chemical 
and mechanical wood pulp, straw pulp, rag pulp, and casein: 

“First. We are in perfect accord with the aims and views of 
the administration to levy a duty on goods now entering the 
United States free, for the purpose of contributing in some meas- 
ure to the burden imposed on our country by the war. Our sole 
aim in appearing before your body is to call your attention to 
the hardships which would be imposed by an ad valorem duty, 
if levied on paper-making materials. The market on this class 
of goods, particularly on wood pulp, both mechanical and chemical, 
is very fluctuating, and an ad valorem duty would give rise to 
difficulties and misunderstandings, which would result in litiga- 
tion and much expense to both the Government and the importer. 
In previous administrations considering the tariff measure this 


matter has been brought to the attention of the tariff-making 
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committee, with the result that since many years a duty on wood 
pulp, when levied, has been on a specific basis. For instance, 
under the Payne-Aldrich Act, August 5, 1909, Schedule M, para- 
graph 406, having reference to wood pulp, provides that ‘mechani- 
cal ground wood pulp is dutiable at one-twelfth of a cent per 
pound; chemical wood pulp, unbleached, at one-sixth of a cent 
per pound; all dry weight.’ 

“We respectfully urge upon your honorable body in consider- 
ing the enactment of legislation imposing a duty on wood pulp 
to make it specific and recommend, if possible, the adoption of 
the rates previously in force in the Payne-Aldrich Act. In this 
connection we also desire, for the sake of avoiding misunder- 
standings, to have inserted in the schedule referring to wood pulps 
the item of straw pulp and rag pulp, all of which are used for 
identically the same purpose and are known in the trade, as gen- 
erally comprised within the expression of pulp, for paper-making 
purposes. 

“Casein under the Payne-Aldrich Act of 1909, paragraph 607, 
and under the Underwood Act of 1913, paragraph 527, has here- 
tofore been admitted free of duty, and if it is the intention to 
impose a duty on this article we urgently recommend that on 
account of the wide market fluctuation to which this article is 
subject that a specific duty should be imposed rather than an ad 
valorem duty. 

“We urgently call the attention of your honorable body to the 
difficulties to which the enactment of a tariff on articles heretofore 
imported free of duty will subject the importer. Executory con- 
tracts have been entered into by the importer with the American 
consumer on a small margin of profit, and the imposition of the 
duty on such importations would work a very material hardship 
on the importers, and would result in turning what might other- 
wise be a profitable business into a very unprofitable one. The 
result, of course, would be a material reduction in the income 
and taxes which such importers would otherwise contribute, be- 
sides deranging normal business. 

“We therefore ask the consideration of your honorable body 
to the suggestion that for a stated period of time executory con- 
tracts entered into prior to the introduction of the proposed tariff 
act should be excluded from the scope of the said act. 

“We submit the foregoing to your earnest consideration.” 

Under all the circumstances there seems little likelihood that 
news print paper and wood pulp will be included in the general 10 
per cent imports tax bill when it is signed by the president.

The cellar of the place 
was filled with shavings stock and this is badly damaged by the 
water.

Interest in Daylight Saving Plan 


The first paper manufacturer in this section to become 
actively interested in the day light saving plan is M. D. South- 
worth, of the Southworth Company, paper manufacturers at 
Mittineague. Mr. Southworth besides being one of the promi- 
nent paper mill men hereabouts is also a member of the City 
Council of Springfield, and recently recommended at a meeting 
of the Council the daylight saving plan. Practically all of the 
Councilmen are in favor of the adoption of the scheme, and it 
is Mr. Southworth’s desire to sound the public, manufacturers 
and other business houses for sentiment. Mr. Southworth in 
speaking of the plan told the Paper Trape JouRNAL’s corre- 
spondent that all with whom he had spoken were heartily 
in favor of it, and that he was planning to introduce an order 
at the next sitting of the Council that would call for setting 
ahead the clocks one hour. According to Mr. Southworth the 
only possible loser in setting ahead the clocks would be the 
electric lighting company, but even if opposition from this 
source developed, this would be easily overruled by popular 
demand. 

“Progressive Springfield should lead the East in adopting the 
daylight saving plan, which has worked out so well in western 
cities and in foreign countries, where it has been adopted as a 
war measure,” said Mr. Southworth. “This plan is especially 
appropriate in these times of food conservation, when many 
men, including of course the thousands of paper mill workers, 
are unable to give their home gardens the time necessary to 
assure good crops. Another hour of daylight would go far 
toward solving this problem and would work no hardship.” Mr. 
Southworth also stated that Holyoke with its large paper and 
other manufacturing interests should become interested in the 
daylight saving plan and should follow Springfield in inaugu- 
rating the scheme. 


Discuss New Wage Schedule 

Members of the Eagle Lodge of Papermakers, and representatives 
of all papermakers’ organizations in Holyoke and those of allied 
trades, held a mass meeting yesterday to discuss the proposed new 
wage schedules to be submitted to the paper manufacturers the lat- 
ter part of the week. Thos represented at the mass meeting were 
Eagle Lodge of papermakers, firemen, stationery engineers, mill- 
wrights, plater workers, loftmen, cutter girls and finishers. The 
new schedules are designed to make inoperative the present, war 
honuses, voluntarily announced by the manufacturers. Instead, 
the new demands will be for a straight advance, whereby the 
skilled help will receive wages equal to the 20 per cent. bonuses 
announced, and unskilled workers will receive a greater advance. 
It is estimated that there are between 3,300 and 3,500 paper <mill 
workers in this city, and the largest percentage, union men claim, 
are urging the new wage demands. 


Boston Printers and Paper Men Visit Holyoke 

Sixty odd members of the Boston Typothetae board of trade, 
paper jobbers and printers, and members of the Ben 
Franklin Clubs, were the guests of John Carter & Co., Boston 
papers dealers, and the entire party was the guests of the Crocker- 
McElwain Company last week, Friday afternoon and Saturday. 
During the course of their visit here, these members of the allied 
paper trades, not only saw how paper was made at both the 
Crocker-McElwain Company and Chemical Paper Manufacturing 
Company, but also made a tour of all the interesting spots in the 
“Paper City” and surrounding cities and towns

Upon their arrival Friday night, the party journeyed to Mt. 
Tom, where they were banqueted in the Summit House. On Sat- 
urday morning the party was taken to the plant of the Crocker- 
McElwain Company and later to the Chemical Paper Manufactur- 
ing Company, where they were shown the various processes in 
which paper is manufactured.

PHILADELPHIA, May 28, 1917.—Business among Philadelphia 
paper dealers has picked up quite noticeably within the last week, 
according to reports from representative members of the trade. 
Indications are that supplies held by the consumer are becoming 
exhausted and they are again getting into the market with sub- 
stantial orders. The first appreciable effect of this has been to 
check the semi-panicky selling by some jobbers at prices below 
the market, and as a result prices are now firmer than for many 
weeks. Some jobbers are still shading the market a little, but 
with prospects of plenty of business it is not believed this will 
continue. 

The largest real estate deal in the paper trade for many years 
was made during the last week, when the Ketterlinus Litho- 
graphic Company purchased the four-story brick building at 411 
Arch street and the five-story brick store building at 413 Arch 
street, adjoining its already large holdings at the northwest cor- 
ner of Fourth and Arch streets and 409 Arch street. It is under- 
stood that the company, which has occupied the corner continu- 
ously since 1850, plans eventually to erect a modern fire-proof 
building upon the site of its holdings. The assessment of the 
entire group of properties owned by the company now is $224,000.

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EFFORTS IN MIAMI VALLEY 
TO PREVENT CAR SHORTAGE 


Inspectors Now Required to Make Daily Reports and, Accord- 
ing to the Information Being Received, the Plan Is Work- 
ing Out Very Satisfactorily—-Champion Coated Paper Co., 
in Order to Reduce the High Cost of Living, Is Estab- 
lishing a Grocery Store for Its Employees—Col. H. E. 
Talbott, of the Mead Pulp & Paper Co., Has Turned

Dayton, Ohio, May 28, 1917.—Extraordinary efforts have been, 
and will continue, to be made by the Public Utilities Commission 
of Ohio to prevent a car shortage this summer and to alleviate 
present conditions for the benefit of all classes of manufacturers. 
Probably no section of the trade is more keenly interested than 
the paper and pulp makers, the paper machinery men and the job- 
bers and dealers in paper, twine and specialties. 

The inspectors are required now to make daily reports, and ac- 
cording to information at hand today, this plan is proving its 
efficiency. The crusade follows a recent order to carriers to give 
coal and ore shipments preference over all other classes of freight. 
The inspectors have been instructed to secure first-hand informa- 
tion as to the number of cars, and the movement of same from 
the railroad yards and not depend on the railroad companies for 
reports. The Utilities written instructions, 
declares that light on the subject can best be obtained from in- 
dustries located on industrial and private tracks and from ship- 
pers who are receiving and loading freight on the tracks. It is 
pointed out that switchmen and freight crews may be able to give 
information. Shippers are being questioned as to what they know 
of discrimination in favor of certain industries, both in supplying 
cars for loading and in switching service. The inspectors, sixteen 
in number, began their work last week and material progress is 
reported up to this time.

Wasuincton, D. C., May 28, 1917.—A 
made up of foresters, practical woodsmen, loggers, portable saw- 
mill operators, and others experienced in lumbering operations, 
for service in France, will, it is announced, be raised immediately 
The Forest Service, at the request of the War Department, will 
prepare plans for the organization and equipment of the force and 
will aid in securing suitable men. The regiment will form a unit 
of the Engineer Corps now being recruited to be sent abroad as 


“forestry regiment,” 


soon as it can be organized and equipped. 

The organization of this regiment is the result of a suggestion 
made by the British Commission. Similar forces have been raised 
in Canada and are rendering valuable services. The object of the 
American forestry regiment, it is said, will be to convert avail- 
able timber into material suitable for bridges, railroads, trenches, 
and other construction work with the least possible waste. At 
the same time the cutting will be done under the supervision of 
technical experts in co-operation with the French foresters. 

The regiment will be organized in units capable of handling all 
kinds of woods work and will include a number of portable saw- 
mill outfits. It will be officered by trained foresters and expert 
lumbermen who are thoroughly familiar with producing and de- 
livering lumber. It will carry complete equipment for all kinds of 
woods work. The ixemen,

injected into the meeting that promised at its introduction an 
unusual display of parliamentary pyrotechnics. As the dis- 
cussion subsided, however, it was apparent that no serious 
damage was done and the two parties withdrew from the field 
of forensic conflict bearing, among its wounded, the following 
lively little resolution, which was eventually unanimously 
adopted: 

“That the executive committee be empowered to appoint a 
committee on heat, light and power of five or seven members, 
including a steam expert, an hydraulic engineer, an electrical 
engineer, and at the committee’s discretion, two or four ad- 
ditional members drawn from the manufacturing branches of 
the pulp and paper industry, to take up in a purely advisory 
and co-operative capacity the broader questions of improve- 
ment in such matters pertaining to the scope of the association.” 

Edward B. Wardle, Mem. Am. Soc. C. E., chief engineer 
Laurentide Company, Ltd., Grand’Mere, P. Q., Canada, started 
the fireworks by objecting, not personally, however, but pro- 
fessionally, to the lack of engineering ethics involved in the 
proposal, originally made by N. W. Cronkhite, commercial 
engineer, General Electric Company, Schenectady, N. Y., that 
such a committee be considered. Mr. Cronkhite said later upon 
suggestion from President Carruth that he himself did not care 
to be the member to make such a motion as he had not made 
his remarks with any selfish view looking to any benefit to his 
own company. In Mr. Wardle’s opinion, however, it was un- 
ethical to expect one engineer to be asked to solve another 
engineer’s problems, which might be a natural result, if such a 
committee were made a clearing house, so to speak, for all 
engineering information. Many members on each side took 
part in the discussion, which was listened to with much interest 
by all. Among the very good reasons advanced by Mr. Cronk- 
hite for the existence of such a storehouse of engineering in- 
formation, he stated that it had been his experience that one 
man sometimes could ask a lot of fool questions. “Take 
Fletcher, for instance,” said Mr. Cronkhite innocently enough, 
and everybody roared. Henry E. Fletcher, secretary and gen- 
eral manager of the Fletcher Paper Company, Alpena, Mich., 
laughed with the others at Mr. Cronkhite’s innocent mistake. 
“Now, Fletcher,” continued Mr. Cronkhite, when the merriment 
had subsided, “can ask a lot of questions.” And again the con- 
vention howled. After much discussion, however, all agreed 
upon the resolution, which was adopted finally as above. 

Mr. Behrend Speaks 


President Carruth took occasion to call upon Ernst R. Beh- 
rend, president Hammermill Paper Company, Erie, Pa., to make 
a few remarks, which he did in his usual pleasing style. He 
expressed great pleasure at being present and complimented 
the association on its great work. J. C. Kimberly, of the Kim- 
berly-Clark Company, which was largely responsible for the 
meeting’s being held at Neenah, also spoke in a manner very 
complimentary to the technical men assembled. 


Enjoyable Luncheon Is Served 


After adjournment for the noon recess, private autos and a 
special trolley car conveyed all members and guests to Menasha, 
where a luncheon was served at the Hotel Menasha as guests 
of the manufacturers in the pulp and paper industry of the Fox 
River Valley, where was set a record scarcely to be equalled in 
similar affairs. 

The Mayor of Menasha was introduced and he promptly sur- 
rendered the hospitality of his city to all, even promising to 
furnish bond in the event of any arrests “for speeding.” He 
directed a few witty shafts at Frank J. Sensenbrenner, who sat 


beside him. “Now everybody here at least knows,” said the 
Mayor, “that Frank never made a pound of news print, and is 
almighty sorry for those who do, especially if it’s sold at 2% 
cents with wood pulp at $50 a ton.” And the diners howled in 
one uproarious voice. 


The Afternoon Session 


Amid other remarks equally conducive to good humor, the 
luncheon over, the crowd of over 150 was quickly whisked 
back to the hall for the afternoon session, where an interesting 
discussion was held, after the lecture scheduled for the session 
had been delivered by Charles N. Rieser, of the American Writ- 
ing Paper Company, Holyoke, Mass., on “The Testing of Sul- 
phite Pulp.” Mr. Rieser divided his lecture into three parts: 
the tests for strength, for color and for dirt. 

At the close of the afternoon session those present as seated 
were divided into two groups by the middle aisle of the con- 
vention hall, after the manner proposed by Ernst Mahler, in 
order to relieve what he termed the “dense” side, and all re- 
paired en masse to visit one of the laboratory halls of the 
Kimberly-Clark Company and to inspect as well the experi- 
mental station of the National Textile Fibre Company. 

At the laboratory there was given a lecture on “Some New 
Developments in the Microscopy of Paper Fibres,” prepared 
by Charles G. Bright, chemist of the Kimberly-Clark Company. 
In Mr. Bright’s absence, however, the lecture was read by P. A. 
Paulson, superintendent of the Kimberly-Clark sulphite mill, 
being illustrated by stereopticon microscope slides, an experi- 
ment for the making of these slides being performed before 
the audience. In the minds of those who saw the slides and 
heard the lecture there was no doubt that they had witnessed 
an absolutely accurate method for determining the amount and 
percentage of soda pulp, wood pulp or sulphite in any given 
sheet of paper. By means of a coloring liquid with its unfailing 
chemical reaction of the fibres on the slide the eye can deter- 
mine accurately by the appearance of red or blue fibres the 
presence of the different constituents. 

The visitors to the plant of the National Textile Fibre Com- 
pany were shown the process of the manufacture of colored 
paper twines of the hardiest texture and the additional process 
of weaving this twine into rugs of surprisingly strong fabric 
and pleasing color. These textiles are sold exclusively through

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New York Market Review

The market is still where it was several weeks ago. The 
hesitation which has characterized the paper situation for some 
time past has not disappeared. New developments have come, 
it is true, but these have served to complicate matters rather 
than put things on a more normal plane. 

According to the vote of the House of Representatives paper 
and pulp will remain on the free list. There is still some doubt 
current, however, as to whether pulp wood will remain on the 
free list. The impression in the trade is that it will. In the 
meanwhile the pulp situation has not changed in acuteness. 

The entire market is a hard one to diagnose, according to 
the general opinion in the trade. Buying is based on this 
principle, as is evident from the sales that are taking place. 
Paper is plentiful, but buying is only taking place as needs 
require. This is true of everything except news print, which 
shows no sign of slackening. The immediate outlook is poor. 
Some dealers are passing over the present period and looking 
ahead to the fall during which time they see an increased de- 
mand and consumption and a general loosening of the un- 
toward conditions which now prevail in the market. 

There was a fair demand reported in bonds and ledgers. 
For bonds the 
general price is llc. per pound, with ledgers bringing 11%c. 
to 13c. per pound. The market in fine writings has recovered 
from the decrease in consumption noted for some time past. 


Prices have not changed since last quoted. 


Dealers in fine writings believe that the wave of false economy 
which was spreading over the country has in some measure 
abated and’ the economic necessity of buying as usual has 
made itself felt. As a result a demand that is stronger than 
last week has been felt. Extra superfine is quoted at 2lc. per 
pound; superfine is priced at 19c. per pound. For tub sized 
and engine sized prices of 13c. and 9c. respectively are quoted. 

As noted above, news print is in remarkable demand. Con- 
tract rolls range in price from $3 to $4; transients are quoted 
at $4 to $5. Side runs are the same as last week, being quoted 
at $4 to $5. 

Jobbers report an active tissue market. 
last week still hold good, although some have been re- 
ported that are slightly under those given. White No. 1 has 
been sold at prices from $1 to $1.10, but the average price is 
about $1.15. In book paper there is no real market, as specifi- 
cation contracts have been made that cover the entire year. 
However, there are some small sales noted which bring com- 
paratively high prices. Box board mills are operating under 
easier conditions than have obtained for some time past. There 
has been no change in demand or prices of binder board 
Jobbers report that the mills are sold ahead for three months. 
The orders that are being received point to present prices of 
$65 to $72 per ton being maintained until mills have cleaned 
up the orders which they have on hand.

Mechanical Pulp 

Production and demand have been curtailed in ground wood 
for so long that this situation has become characteristic of the 
market. There is a firm tone evident with promises of higher 
prices.

Foreign sulphite comes over 
in rare instances, and when shipments do come they are imme- 
diately absorbed with comparatively little effect on the market. 
With the submarine problem still unsolved, foreign importa- 
tions approximate the zero mark. Foreign bleached sulphite is 
therefore quoted at purely nominal prices. Foreign unbleached 
sulphite goes as high as $5.75. Domestic sulphite has an active 
market. Bleached is quoted at $7@/7.75, with unbleached at

ALUM.—There has been an advancing price tendency in 
this product. There is continued firmness underlying the sales 
which involves all varieties. The commonest quotation for 
chrome alum is 19@2lc. per pound. Some sales in large 
quantities are reported by dealers for slightly less than these 
figures. Ammonia alum has had a steady demand and the 
average quotation is 44@5'%c. per pound. Potash lump alum 
has had a strong selling period, with prices ranging from 6@ 
7\4c. per pound, according to quantity and terms. 

BLANC FIXE.—Firm sales are reported in this commodity. 
No changes in market conditions have arisen either to stimulate 
or retard prices. An easy demand is reported with plenty of 
stocks on hand. Quotations are: Pure blanc fixe, $71@81; dry, 
$100@112. The pure dry product is quoted $40@50 per ton. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Resale stocks have been sold 
at 234@3c. per pound for large drums. The market advanced 
somewhat late last week when quotations were 3@3%c. for 
export drums. Domestic drums bring 3%c. per pound with 
an active inquiry. 

BRIMSTONE—A very tight situation still characterizes 
this market. For the past four months and even longer the 
transportation congestion has held up the delivery of this prod- 
uct to consumers. The war has made its influence felt with 
the requirements of ammunition manufacture. Very lately the 
spot market has been wiped out by the plan of the government 
to absorb all surplus stock or stock not covered by contracts 
which were drawn weeks ago. There has been no change in 
prices at the mines. Louisiana quotations are $35 per ton 
f. o. b. mine. 

CASEIN.—As the war progresses the price of casein must 
necessarily advance. This is the opinion held by those most 
qualified to speak of the conditions surrounding the casein 
market at the present moment. There has been very little 
foreign casein coming over for many months. This has been 
due to many causes. There has been a shortage in Argentina, 
the largest foreign producer, and France, the next largest, has 
great need of her milk product, from which casein is made, for 
other purposes. Should the next crop in Argentina be large 
enough the 10 per cent. import duty will be a cause for price 
stimulation. The freight increases asked by the railroads also 
will have the effect of raising the price. For the past week 
quotations range from 22@28c. for spot. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Dealers report a strong market for this 
product. Stocks have appeared on the market that have re- 
duced the limitation of supply. There has been on the other 
hand a somewhat increased inquiry. The general price for spot 
soda, 76 per cent. pure, has been between 614@63c. per pound. 
Of course, where large quantities have been sold the prices 
were from %4@Xc. lower. 

CHINA CLAY.—There is practically no foreign china clay 
market at the present time. All quotations are nominal and are 
based on future delivery. Some dealers, it was reported, have 
made contracts for 1918 on this basis. The domestic product 
has largely displaced foreign clay and is being used with great 
success. The quotations for domestic clay have not varied 
since last week, the prices remaining $12@15 per ton. 

ROSIN.—This market continues to be bullish. From all 
indications prices are in for a rise in the-near future. Grades 
E, F and G are quoted at 614@7c. per pound. 

SODA ASH.—This product has remained steady. There has 
been an active demand, most of the sales being in bag lots. 
Sales of the light 58 per cent. test have been made at prices 


trom 2%@3c. per pound. A slightly higher price for barrel 
lots is reported, 3c and 3c. being the common quotations. 
SULPHATE OF ALUMINA.—There is a fair inquiry re- 


ported in this market with no change in price quotations,
